Washington, March 4 - (¿P) — 
Southern senators picked up addi- 
tional strength today in tha current 
phase of their wordy fight to have 
the right of unlimited debate. 


With the talk-talk-talk in the 
fifth day, an associated press survey 
showed that 42 senators—23 Demo- 
crats and 19 Republicans are ready 
to vote "No" on efforts to gag the 
debate by a possible ruiing from the 
chair. 


Eighteen senators- -16 Democrats 
and two Republicans--went on rec- 
ord in an informal poll saying they 
would vote "Yes." 


The score last night was 38 to 17. 
Today it stood: 42 to 18. The south- 
erners need 49 votes—a majority of 
the membership—to cinch the issue. 


The test is expected next week 
over a ruling by Vice President 
Barkley, the senate presiding officer,

BankingCommittee 
Of House Approves 
Of Rent Controls 


Washington, March 4 —(JP)— The 
House banking committee today ap- 
proved a compromise bill to continue 
rent controls another 15 months and 
give the government power to pre- 
vent any mass eviction of tenants. 


The vote was 20 to 4. 
An effort to insert an anti-dis- 
crimination clause into the legisla- 
tion was defeated 16 to 9. 


Although the bill approved by the 
committee is not all President Tru- 
man asked, some Democrats called it 
good compromise. 


Mr. Truman asked for a 24 months 
extension. The committee said make 
it 15. Unless renewed, rent controls 
on about 14,000,000 dwelling places 
will end March 31. 


The bill does not renew the author- 
ity for rent increases up to 15 per 
cent in voluntary leases worked out 
mutually by landlords and tenants. 
Such authority under the present 
rent law expired last December 31. 


The measure is set for debate in 
the House next Thursday. A hot 
fight is expected there on an amend- 
ment aimed at assuring landlords a 
"fair return on fair value" of their 
property. This may shape into a 
major test of administration power.

Those who attached some signifi- 
cance to the Molotov dismissal and 
the North Atlantic pact pointed out 
that only today Norway politely but 
firmly told Russia.that, despite pres- 
sure, she would not sign a non-ag- 
gression treaty with the Soviets. 
Norway served notice she was cast- 
ing her lot with the western Euro- 
pean powers, the United States and 
Canada. 


A big Question was what will hap- 
pen to Molotov now. No one knew, 
from the terse Moscow radio an- 
nouncement, whether he had been 
given another job. All that was 
known was that no mention was 
made of Molotov's second post, that 
•>f deputy premier. 


The Moscow report did not clarify 
whether the professorial Molotov had 
been retained in that post, or whe- 
ther in his dismissal from the job J 
of foreign minister he also was re- 
lieved from the duties of deputy 
prime minister—a step down the 
scale from Stalin. 


Chicago Officials 
Ask 25 Million A 
Year State Aid 


Chicago, March 4 — (JP)— Chicago 
officials today asked for $25,403,000 
a year in state aid. The request was 
made in a detailed report addressed 
to Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson. 


The report was handed to George 
Mitchell, state finance director, and 
Richard J. Daly, chief of the state 
revenue department, after the two 
conferred with city officials. 


More than $11,000,000 of the sum 
would be used to increase salaries 
of city employes.. 


"The revenue powers given Chi- 
cago are now entirely inadequate to 
meet the rising cost of labor and 
materials and the added service re- 
quired by a growing and expanding 
metropolis," the report said.

Mrs. Beck, a 200-pound divorcee, 
told reporters "pei*iaps it would be 
better if I went back to New York 
and died." 


She and Fernandez, however, said 
they would not waive extradition, 
according to Prosecutor Roger C 
McMahon. 


New York, March 4—(JP)—Federal 
Judge Harold R. Medina today de- 
nied the plea of 11 U. S. Communist 
officials that the federal jury sys- 
tem here is loaded against them. 


At the same time, he rejected mo- 
tions to dismiss the conspiracy in- 
dictments against the 11 men who 
comprise the high command of the 
Communist 
party in the 
United 
States. They are charged with con- 
spiracy to advocate the forcible over- 
throw of the U. S. government. 


The rulings cleared the way for 
the actual trial to begin Monday. 
Selection of a jury is scheduled to 
start then. 


Judge Medina had foreshadowed 
his decision on the defense attack 
against the jury system by announc- 
ing a week ago that the trial on the 
indictment would start March 7. 


In his 31-page opinion oil the jury 
system challenge, the judge held 
that "not only have defendants failed 
to prove this charge but the evi- 
dence, largely adduced by them, con- 
clusively, refutes it."

Rejecting Moscow's proposal 
for a 
non-aggression treaty, 
Norway formally

Atlantic security pact here. 


Ambassador Wilhelm Munthe De 
Morgenstierne, 
t h e 
solemn-faced 
Norse envoy, went into Secretary of 
State Acheson's office at the state 
department shortly after noon to- 
day and took his seat as a full- 
fledged partner in the security talks. 
Only Country Touching Russia 


He thus became the only repre- 
sentative of a North Atlantic power 
which has a common border with 
Russia. 


The mounting clamor of protest 
and denunciation pouring out of 
Russian and Communist centers in- 
dicates tjaat the lot of his country 
and the rest of Scandinavia may be 
a disturbed one for the next few 
weeks. 


Morgenstierne was welcomed by 
Acheson and the ranking diplomats 
of Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands, Luxembourg and Can- 
ada as the eighth negotiator—but 
not the last. 


Denmark is expected to follow the 
Norwegian example shortly after a 
visit here next week of its foreign 
minister. Italy also may yet be 
brought in as an original signer, 
and so may Iceland and Portugal. 


The diplomatic machinery which 
is expected to produce a finished 
treaty by the e;;ri of next week and 
a signed treaty by the end of the 
month is now working at top speed. 
Report Progress 'Satisfactory'

Russia had proposed the non-ag- 
gression pact in a note on Feb. 5. 
The idea was to assure the Norweg- 
ians that they need not join the 
North Atlantic defense system be- 
cause they would have no need for 
such protection.

Non-Reds Alarmed 


Many non-communists in the far 
north now are so alarmed by the 
situation that they decline to be 
seen publicly with foreigners irom 
western countries. . 


Fear grips the 50,000 Norwegians 
scattered over 18.0C0 square miles in 
the snowy wilderness beyond the 
arctic circle. These Norwegian pio- 
neers do not lack individual cour- 
age, but they realize how helpless 
they would be before Russian guns. 


Their homes in isolated 
Finn- 
mark Province are defended by a 
few Norwegian army ski patrols. 
Nothing more. 
The frontier with 
Russia is 122 miles long. Less than 
one Norwegian soldier per miie is on 
guard. 


Kirkenes, the 
chief

community on Norway's arctic coast, 
is four quick land miles from Rus- 
sia. But it is 1,100 stormy air miles 
from Oslo, Norway's capital. It is 
even farther by sea.

Census Bureau Reports 
3 Million Unemployed 


Washington, March 4 —{JPi— Un- 
employment hit 3,200,000 in Febru- 
ary, the highest since the war. 
Nevertheless, the number of people 
at work was greater than in any 
previous February in history. 


The census bureau reported a net 
increase of 550,000 in the jobless, 
compared with January. But it said 
the 57,168,000 persons at work topped 
the previous February employment 
record, set last year, by almost 
30,000. 


The chief reason for this seeming 
paradox Is that the "labor force" 
has grown. The labor force includes 
both persons at work and those seek- 
ing work. 


Hie bureau said that part of the 
rise in unemployment was due to 
bad weather, part to "non-seasonal" 
layoffs in industry. 
The bureau went on to say: 
"In spite of substantial increases 
in recent months, unemployment in 
February was still low relative to 


pre-war levels. 


"As late as 1941, for example, un- 
employment averaged 5,500.000, and 
about one out of every ten persons 
in the civilian labor force was un- 
employed. In February, 1949, the 
comparable proportion was only one 
but of 20." 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics al- 
so reported a sizeable drop in the 
number of workers receiving un- 
employment compensation. 


Out of some 33,000.000 workers 
covered by this insurance it said 
1,803,916 were getting the jobless 
benefits in the week ending Febru- 
ary 26, as compared with 1,849,590 
the week previous. 


The BLS report also showed that 
In the same period the number of 
workers applying for jobless aid 
dropped from 316,868 to 291575. This

Russian Mission 
Leaves American

Berlin, March 4—(/P)—The Soviet 
repatriation mission quit the Amer- 
ican zone of Germany tonight after 
a motor trip reminiscent of the pio- 
neer days of the automobile. 


The eight Russians and their con- 
voy of six worn out vehicles left 
Frankfurt at Dawn.

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KREMLIN MAY BE GROPING FOR 
ANSWER TO ATLANTIC ALLIANCE 


Not long ago the Communist leaders in France and 
Italy made some conciliatory statements. They said, in 
substance, that there was no reason to fear war between 
the East and the West in Europe. These, together with 
Marshal Stalin's equally mild statement to an American 
correspondent, were hailed in some quarters as a "peace |S 
offensive." 


* Now the same Communist leaders in France and Italy 
have told the people of those two countries that if Russia 
should have to pursue some hypothetical aggressor across 
their borders, the Soviet forces should be welcomed and 
aided as ''liberators." 


This may be just another example of Soviet insincerity 
and inconsistency. But it may also be a sign of uncertainty. 
Possibly the Kremlin is groping for a way to neutralize the 
developing North Atlantic alliance. 


United States policy has had its own spells of uncer- 
tainty since the war. It hesitated between softness and 
firmness toward Russia. It vacillated in its attitude toward 
the new state of Israel. It has see-sawed in dealing with 
the Dutch and Indonesians. And its various approaches to 
the Chinese civil war have added up to confusion. 


But our policy in dealing with the threat of further 
Communist expansion in Europe is firm. The bold concept 
of the Marshall Plan is being carried through. The logical; 
next move toward participating in a North Atlantic pact 
seems likely to be made. More of our lawmakers now give 
evidence of realizing that the maintenance of peace and 
freedom in western Europe is more important than the 
prerogatives of the United States Senate. 


This firm policy may be reflected in the reaction of 
the French «and Italian governments to the latest Com- 
munist tactics. France is cracking down hard on the Com- 
munists in retaliation, and Italy seems in a mocd to fol- 
low suit. 


Of course, the tactics in question can scarcely be class- 
ed among the more adept creations of the Communist mas- 
ter minds. They are tactics that could only appeal to those 
who already owe their allegiance to Moscow. The French 
and Italian people, having experienced Nazi occupation 
and observe the fate of their eastern neighbors, know only 
too well what kind of "liberation" the Red Army would 
bring. 


But the governments of those people must be reason- 
ably sure of American backing in their present stand. With 
it thev feel strong enough to say to Thorez and Togliatti 
that, in what amounts to an incitement to treason, they 
have over-stepped themselves. The days when the premiers 
of France and Italy were forced to play ball with these 
men appear to be over.

Deductions Decide Form 
The size of your deductions will 
decide for you the kind of income 
tax return to use. 


There's no problem if your in- 
come was less than $5,000 and your 
deductions were not more lhan 10 
per cent of your income. 


You'd use form 1040A or the 1040 
short-form where you don't have to 
itemize or even mention your de- 
ductions. 


When you use either of these two 
forms you get, automatically and 
without asking, a deduction of 10 
per cent. It's already allowed for in 
the tax table used with both forms 
to figure out a person's tax. 


If your income was less than $5,000 
but your deductions were more 
than 10 per cent, don't use form 
1040A or the 1040 short-form. You'll 
lose money. Use the 1040 long-form. 


You Can Claim Them 
On that form, then, if your income 
was less than $5,000 but your de- 
ductions were more than 10 per cent, 
you'll have to itemize them but you 
san claim them.

the size of your deductions have 
nothing to do with the kind of form 
you use. You have no choice. You 
must use the 1040 long-form. 


But—this is where the changes in 
the law begin to show. Congress laid 
down different rules on deductions 
for taxpayers with $5,000 or more 
income who are single and for those 
who are married. 
' 


A single taxpayer in this groiip is 
allowed a standard, automatic de- 
duction of 10 per cent of his in- 
come up to a limit of $1,000 in de- 
ductions. 


Doesn't Rave to Itemize 
He just takes that 10 per ceni 
He doesn't have to itemize anything 
unless his deductions exceed 10 r«r 
cent. ETcample: 


Adams' income was $5,500 He 
takes, without itemizing, a ¿randard 
10 per cet deduction, 
or $500. 
Jones' income was $10,000. He takes 
the limit 10 per cent deduction al- 
lowed, or $1,000. Smith's income was 
over $10,000—say $10,500 or $30,000— 
but he can claim without itemizing 
only $1,000. 


It's different with a 
married 
couple whose income is $5,000 or 
more. 


If they file a joint return even 
though the wife had no income, they 
get a standard deduction—jast like 
the unmarried man—of. 10 oer cent 
up to a limit of $1,000, without item- 
izing. 


But—If one of them files separ- 
ately, or both file separately, there's 
a flat limit of only $500 in deduc- 
tions on the return filed. Example: 


Jones had $3,000 income, his wife 
had none. They file jointly. Thev 
get a standard 10 per cent deduction 
of $800. without itemizing. 


Standard Deduction $500 
But fake the same Jones, with the 
same $8,000, and the same wife who 
had no income. He alone files a re- 
turn. His wife fails to file jointly 
with him. 


Then his standard deduction is 
only $500. The couple has lost mon- 
ey. If deductions were actually more 
than $500, he'd have to itemize them 
all to prove them. 


This may seem unfair to married 
couples, giving single people a break 
over them. Congress did it that way 
to even things up a bit: 


Under the new law married coup- 
le, filing jointly, get a break, un- 
married taxpayers don't get. For: by 
filing jointly, married couples can 
"split" their income to get a lower 
tax, as if each were claiming hal? 
the total income.

He received his Bachelor 
of Arts degree in 1907 from St. 
John's 
University 
in 
Shanghai, 
China. Since then he has studied at 
Oxford and Princeton and has re- 
ceived honorary degrees from Col- 
gate University, the University of 
Denver, and Kenyon College in Ohio.

His pelvis, 
collar, bone and an ankle bone were 
broken.

London, Maroh 4— (/P)—Scotland 
Yard investigated tonight a possibil- 
ity that one of the London "vam- 
pire" killer's victims, Mrs. Rosalie 
Henderson, was held a 
terrorized 
captive for a month before she was 
slain. 


Arnold Burlin, her brother, said 
he received letters from his sister 
for a month after she vanished in 
February 1945, and the signatures 
appeared genuine. 


The theory was that her well-to- 
do husband, Dr. Arthur Henderson, 
was killed immediately after the two 
were decoyed away from their resort 
hotel at Brighton. 


Investigators, 
however, 
offered 
little public information on their 
findings to keep from prejudicing 
the killer's case in the courts. 


They admitted having a man in 
custody. His description, the inves- 
tigators said, tallied with that of a 
man who was associated with at 
least six persons who are believed 
to have been slain and dissolved in 
a trough of acid during the past 
three and a half years. There were

blood of at least one of his victims.
